NATURE OF INCIDENT: 

On August 1, 2009, at about 0039 hours, Special Enforcement Bureau - Canine Services 
Detail, Deputy Daryl L. Gaunt, Employee Е Е to 240K94, was initially 
involved in a vehicle pursuit of Suspect Raymond Finley for reckless drunk driving. 
After Suspect Finley yielded by slowing down and came to a complete stop, Deputy 
Gaunt placed his patrol SUV vehicle in a felony pull-over approach position behind the 
suspect’s car. As Deputy Gaunt stepped out of his patrol SUV vehicle, he began giving 
orders and commands for the suspect to stop the car and show his hands. 


Suspect Finley then placed his vehicle in reverse and rammed the front bumper of 
Deputy Gaunt’s patrol SUV vehicle. The ramming collision caused Deputy Gaunt to lose 
his footing on the ground, which also knocked him backward from his position between 
the driver’s door and the patrol vehicle. 


Suspect Finley then pulled forward, at which time Deputy Gaunt saw the reverse lights 
of the suspect’s vehicle turn on. Fearing he was about to be assaulted for a second time, 
Deputy Gaunt shot at Suspect Finley by firing six rounds from his department-issued 
weapon. The rounds struck the roof top areas of the suspect vehicle and blew out the 
rear window. After the threat no longer presented itself, Deputy Gaunt stopped firing 
his weapon.

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Suspect Finley then drove away from the scene and was pursued by Deputy Gaunt for 
a second time, which ultimately ended when the suspect crashed into a fire hydrant at 
the northeast corner of Riggin Street and Findlay Avenue, in the City of Monterey Park. 
Deputy Gaunt was assisted by East Los Angeles deputy personnel, and an Aero unit in 
taking Suspect Finley into custody. 


At the termination of the pursuit, Suspect Finley was tased by East Los Angeles Deputy 
The suspect was not hit and/or injured as a result of the shooting, 
tasing or collision. 


The following is a summary of the incident: 

On August 1, 2009, at about 0039 hours, SEB K9 Deputy Gaunt was enroute back to his 
unit of assignment after assisting East Los Angeles Sheriffs patrol station. While 
stopped at N/B Atlantic Blvd. / Riggin Street, Monterey Park, he heard several loud 
crashing noises (metal on metal) and the screeching of tires east of his location on Riggin 
Street. Believing there may have been а traffic collision, Deputy Gaunt drove east in the 
direction of the noise and saw a green Sedan vehicle rapidly accelerating away from him 
at about ninety miles an hour, and out of view. 


As Deputy Gaunt continued east on Riggin Street, the vehicle came back over the crest 
of Riggin Street, toward his marked patrol SUV vehicle (Chevy Tahoe) in the opposing 
lane of travel. Fearing the suspect vehicle was imminently going to collide into his 
patrol unit, Deputy Gaunt quickly pulled over to the curb of Riggin Street, in an attempt 
to avoid a head-on collision. As the suspect vehicle drove past him, Deputy Gaunt 
noticed it was driven by a male black, and had extensive damage to the entire portion 
of the driver’s side quarter panel and door area. 


IAB Note: Refer to Exhibit H for a traffic collision report from 
Monterey Park Police Department. 


Based on his observations, Deputy Gaunt activated his red lights/siren and initiated a 
pursuit of the suspect vehicle regarding a reckless drunk driver. Deputy Gaunt said he 
immediately switched over to East Los Angeles’ patrol frequency in order to broadcast 
his pursuit and request assistance. 


As Deputy Gaunt pursued the suspect vehicle west on Riggin Street, toward Atlantic 
Blvd., it made an abrupt U-turn heading back east on Riggin Street. The suspect vehicle 
finally slowed down to a stop just east of Garfield Avenue on Riggin Street, at the S/E 
corner. 


Deputy Gaunt pulled up behind the suspect vehicle in a felony pull-over approach 
position, opened his door, placed one foot outside and began using his PA system to give 
commands to the suspect. While he could see the suspect looking at him from the rear 
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view mirror, Deputy Gaunt immediately noticed the suspect vehicle's reverse light’s turn 
оп as it drove backwards toward his patrol vehicle crashing into his front bumper. 


Due to the ramming collision, Deputy Gaunt lost his footing and was knocked backward 
from his position. 


As Deputy Gaunt regained his footing, the suspect vehicle pulled forward a few feet, at 
which time, the reverse lights turned on again. Fearing for his safety, and believing he 
was going to be rammed again, Deputy Gaunt fired six rounds from his department- 
issued weapon, striking the suspect vehicle’s rear window, and top roof areas. While he 
advised SCC of his shooting, the suspect vehicle drove away from him, and then made 
a U-turn headed west on Riggin Street. Believing the suspect was turning around to hit 
him, Deputy Gaunt immediately entered his patrol vehicle as the suspect vehicle drove 
past him. 


Deputy Gaunt resumed pursuit of the suspect vehicle and was subsequently assisted by 
a Sheriff's Aero unit in broadcasting the pursuit. As the suspect vehicle approached the 
intersection of Findlay Avenue, it crashed into a fire hydrant at the N/E corner of Findlay 
Avenue and Riggin Street. Deputy Gaunt pulled directly behind the suspect vehicle and 
was assisted by East Los Angeles Sheriff's patrol personnel in conducting a felony pull- 
over approach. 


The suspect was not compliant with Deputy Gaunt’s order’s and remained seated inside 
the vehicle. As a tactical approach was initiated toward the suspect, from the driver's 
side, the suspect vehicle’s tires were spinning as if the suspect was attempting to either 
dislodge the vehicle from the fire hydrant, or back up and strike approaching deputy 
personnel. 


Based on the suspect’s high-risk behavior, non-compliant attitude, and prior assaultive 
nature toward Deputy Gaunt, he was tased by East L.A. — a the upper 
torso area. The suspect was subsequently extracted from the vehicle without further 
incident. 


The suspect was treated at the location by Verdugo Fire Station, Unit #62, and 
transported to Monterey Park Hospital, who cleared him for booking. 


During the booking process at East L.A. station jail, the suspect went man-down and was 
taken to East L.A. Doctor’s Hospital for observation, who determined the suspect 
suffered from a high blood sugar level. 


Suspect Finley was not injured by the gunshots fired by Deputy Gaunt, or the taser 
deployed by — o- from the collision. 
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Toxicology indicated phencyclidine (PCP), opiates, alcohol, and marijuana were in the 
suspect’s body. 


Internal Affairs Bureau was notified at 0230 hours, whereby Lieutenant Mike Grimaldi, 
along with Sergeant’s Frank Quichocho and Teri Roberts responded to the command 
post to conduct a Shooting Review of the incident. 


On August 4, 2009, East Los Angeles Detective Hector Contreras filed felony charges of 
Assault with a Deadly Weapon on a Peace Officer, 245(C) P.C., Reckless Evading of a 
Peace officer, 2800.2 (a) C.V.C., and Driving while under the Influence of Alcohol, 
23152(a) C.V.C., at East Los Angeles Municipal Court. 


As of this date, the criminal matter is pending a jury trial at the Criminal Courts 
Building, Central Division.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Daryl Gaunt, Employee жаш... interviewed by Internal Affairs Sergeant 
Frank Quichocho on August 1, 2009, at approximately 0611 hours. Deputy Gaunt 
voluntarily agreed to the interview without a representative present. The interview was 
digitally recorded and the following is a summary. 
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Deputy Gaunt said he was enroute back to his unit after assisting East Los Angeles patrol 
personnel for a canine search. While stopped at northbound Atlantic Blvd., at Riggin 
Street, for a stop light, he heard the sounds of screeching tires and a collision to the 
southeast of his location. When he looked east toward Riggin Street, Deputy Gaunt said 
he saw the suspect vehicle fail to stop for a stop sign at Hill View Avenue, as it 
accelerated at a high rate of speed crossing over into oncoming traffic. The suspect 
vehicle’s actions forced two civilian cars to abruptly pull over in order to avoid a 
collision. 


Deputy Gaunt stated the suspect vehicle continued east on Riggin Street, accelerating 
at an extremely high rate of speed, as it failed to stop for a stop sign at Gerhart Avenue. 


Based on the circumstances and his observations, Deputy Gaunt said he believed the 
suspect vehicle was a reckless drunk driver; therefore, he decided to catch up to the 
vehicle in an attempt to put out an officer safety alert concerning an individual who was 
driving recklessly. 


Due to the high rate of speed of the suspect vehicle, Deputy Gaunt said he could not 
catch up to it and was only able to see its tail lights, as it drove over the crest of the hill, 
east on Riggin Street, and out of view, which was about a quarter of a mile from him. 
As he approached the crest of Riggin Street, Deputy Gaunt said he saw the suspect 
vehicle coming back toward him, west on Riggin Street, in the eastbound opposing lane 
traveling directly at his patrol vehicle. Deputy Gaunt said when the suspect vehicle 
drove on the wrong side of the street toward him, it caused him to veer to the south curb 
line in order to get out of the way and avoid a collision. 


As the suspect vehicle passed Deputy Gaunt, he recalled it was a dark colored Cadillac 
with extensive traffic collision damage to the driver’s side quarter panel area. Deputy 
Gaunt immediately made a U-turn and began broadcasting that he was in vehicle pursuit 
of a reckless driver under the influence of alcohol / hit and run vehicle. 


As Deputy Gaunt initiated his pursuit, he broadcasted his direction of travel, suspect 
vehicle description, license plate info, rate of speed, and traffic conditions. 


During the pursuit, the suspect vehicle made a quick U-turn at Findlay Avenue and 
headed back east on Riggin Street. Deputy Gaunt said while he was in pursuit of the 
suspect vehicle, it continued to accelerate away from him. Deputy Gaunt stated that he 
could smell the odor of radiator fluid and burning oil, as well as sparks and smoke 
coming from the bottom of the suspect’s vehicle. 
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The suspect vehicle eventually slowed to a stop at the southeast corner of Garfield 
Avenue and Riggin Street in the number two lane. Deputy Gaunt said he placed his 
patrol vehicle in a felony traffic stop position, approximately 15-20 feet behind, and 
offset to the left of the suspect vehicle. Once he stepped out of the patrol vehicle and 
placed his foot on the ground, he then began to give the suspect (Raymond Finley, 
MB/58) commands by ordering him to stop the vehicle, and to show his hands, via the 
PA system of his patrol vehicle. 


As Deputy Gaunt ordered Suspect Finley to comply with his commands, he said he 
could see Suspect Finley’s face in the rear view mirror looking back at him. Deputy 
Gaunt stated it appeared that Suspect Finley waited until his foot was firmly planted on 
the ground and about half in and half out of his patrol vehicle when he placed his car 
in reverse. Deputy Gaunt said he saw the reverse lights of the vehicle flash, as it 
accelerated back toward him at a high rate of speed, causing the wheels to lose traction 
when it slammed into the front bumper of his patrol vehicle. 


Due to Suspect Finley’s actions of ramming his patrol vehicle, Deputy Gaunt said it 
caused him to be pinched between the car door and the patrol vehicle, in addition to 
forcing him to fall back into his car seat. The force of the collision caused Deputy Gaunt 
to lose his footing, and PA system microphone as items throughout his patrol car were 
thrown all over the place. 


Deputy Gaunt said when he regained his footing, he came back up on point with his 
weapon drawn toward Suspect Finley and broadcasted that he was just rammed by the 
suspect’s vehicle. When Suspect Finley moved his vehicle forward, Deputy Gaunt said 
he saw the suspect vehicle’s reverse lights turn on for a second time; therefore, fearing 
he was about to be rammed a second time, and trapped inside his vehicle, in addition 
to fearing he would be run over by his own vehicle as a result of being rammed, he fired 
six rounds into the left rear quadrant of the car in order to stop the suspect from further 
assaulting him. After shooting at the suspect, Deputy Gaunt stated the suspect vehicle 
moved forward without striking his patrol vehicle. 


The following is an excerpt from Deputy Gaunt’s transcripts on Page 4, Line 42: 


Gaunt: It appeared that he waited until my foot was firmly on the ground. I was 
half in and half out of the vehicle, and he put the vehicle in reverse. I saw 
the reverse lights flash and he accelerated at a high rate of speed, causing 
the wheels to lose traction coming back toward me slamming into the front 
end of my car. He caused me not only to be pinched between the car door 
and the car, but he also caused me to fall back into my seat, losing footing, 
and to lose control of the microphone that I had. 
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Iregained my footing as I came back up with my weapon drawn. I put out 
on the radio that he had rammed me. There was a slight gap between our 
vehicles and I don’t know if it’s from me going back or him moving 
forward but there was a slight gap. Again, I saw his reverse lights come on 
a second time. At that point, I had decided that I was not going to allow 
him to ram me feeling in fear that he was going to ram me a second time 
and possibly damage -- or trap me in the vehicle or run me over by my 
own vehicle. I fired six rounds into the left rear quadrant of his car 
attempting to get the vehicle to stop the assault on me. 


At that point in time, the vehicle started to move forward again without 
striking me, at which point, the vehicle was no longer a threat so I stopped 
firing at him. He continued eastbound for approximately 70 to 100 feet. 
I put out -- I picked up the mike. I found it on the floorboard to where it 
had been knocked to. Picked up the mike, put out my traffic that I had 
been involved in a 998, at which time, I looked up and realized the vehicle 
had spun a U-turn and was coming directly back towards me -- not 
towards me but back in my direction, basically, on the center line. 


Fearing that he was going to ram me from the front or clip my door and pin 
my leg, I quickly jumped into my vehicle, slamming my door shut behind 
me. As he accelerated by me at a very high rate of speed going back 
westbound on Riggin from Garfield. At that point in time, I completed a 
U-turn from my position, got back in behind the vehicle, told SRC again 
my direction of travel the vehicle was traveling. 


Once the suspect vehicle was no longer a threat to him, Deputy Gaunt stated he stopped 
firing at it. Deputy Gaunt said he then picked up the microphone from the floor board 
of the patrol vehicle and broadcasted he was involved ina shooting. As Suspect Finley 
drove for about 70-100 feet east on Riggin Street away from Deputy Gaunt, he made a U- 
turn and headed west on Riggin Street in the center of the street. 


At this point, Deputy Gaunt said he feared Suspect Finley was now going to ram him 
with the front of his vehicle, and/or possibly clip his patrol car door pinning his leg, so 
he decided to jump back into his patrol vehicle and shut the door. 


As Suspect Finley drove past the patrol vehicle, west on Riggin Street from Garfield 
Avenue, Deputy Gaunt said he resumed his pursuit and broadcasted his direction of 
travel. Deputy Gaunt stated Suspect Finley appeared to yield a few times by slowing 
down and pulling over to the right; however, he would take off again. Due to Suspect 
Finley’s erratic driving behavior, Deputy Gaunt said he remained about 40-45 feet 
behind the suspect vehicle to prevent from being rammed again. He also gave 
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commands from his PA system for Suspect Finley to stop the vehicle, and put his hands 
out, without compliance. 


During the pursuit, Deputy Gaunt said assisting patrol units from East Los Angeles 
Station began to arrive, as well as the Air unit, who took control of broadcasting the 
pursuit. At the corner of Findlay Avenue and Riggin Street, Deputy Gaunt said the 
suspect vehicle appeared to make a northbound turn, but ended up striking a fire 
hydrant as the vehicle rested on top of it. 


Deputy Gaunt said he placed his patrol vehicle in a felony pull-over position, and with 
the assistance of East Los Angeles Sheriffs deputies, they tactically approached the 
suspect vehicle from the driver’s side door. Numerous commands were given for 
Suspect Finley to stop the car and show his hands; however, he placed his vehicle in 
reverse and pressed on the accelerator to the point where the left front tire began to spin 
and smoke against the asphalt. 


Fearing the vehicle was going to come off the curb and strike them, Deputy Gaunt said 
they moved away from it. When he saw both of Suspect Finley’s hands on the steering 
wheel, Deputy Gaunt realized Suspect Finley was not armed; therefore, he told Deputy 

НИ 0 ТЕ i-o tase the suspect. He said his goal in 
tasing the suspect was to get him to remove his foot from the accelerator, thus, ending 
the threat of the vehicle coming off the curb and striking them. 


When Suspect Finley was tased on the upper body, Deputy Gaunt believed it affected 
him, as the suspect raised his hands up to his head and locked into a pugilistic position. 
Deputy Gaunt stated the effect of the taser possibly caused Suspect Finley to lock his 
foot down on the accelerator. At this point, Deputy Gaunt said he felt comfortable and 
safe enough to move forward and reach into the suspect vehicle to turn off the ignition, 
thus, ending the danger of the vehicle coming off the curb and striking deputy 
personnel. 


Suspect Finley was then extracted from the vehicle through the car window by East Los 
Angeles Deputy Oscar Lopez, Employee жш. taken into custody without 
further incident. 


Deputy Gaunt stated he requested for Paramedics to respond to the location and for 
additional units to contain the shooting scene at Garfield Avenue and Riggin Street. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy Gaunt said he initially saw the suspect vehicle 
about an eighth of a mile in front of him, when he drove east on Riggin Street from 
Atlantic Blvd., in search of it. By the time he reached the crest at Riggin Street, Deputy 
Gaunt said the vehicle reappeared at about 100 feet from him, headed in his direction 
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The following is an excerpt from Deputy Gaunt’s transcripts on Page 11. Line 21:

Did he ever make 
contact with your vehicle a second time?

When you ordered for the Taser, what was going through your mind as far 
as your tactics to deploy the Taser? 


I wanted him to stop accelerating the vehicle because it was my fear he 
was going to come off the curb and strike my vehicle, strike the deputy, 
strike myself. Continue the pursuit on and kill somebody in an 
intersection. I wanted to disable the vehicle if we could get him to stop 
pushing the accelerator, that would be the best bet. I assumed the Taser 
would immediately shut down him pushing ор the gas, I don’t know if his 
foot was wedged or what happened but after the Taser deployed, the 
accelerate continued to be pushed down. 


Then my state of mind went to I need to disable the vehicle some other 
way. So I approached seeing both of his hands are up to his head and 
realizing he didn’t have a gun in his hand at that time, I felt I was safe 
enough to reach across him and reach inside of the vehicle, turn off the 
ignition. 


At that point in time, the vehicle died. The wheels stopped smoking. I 
backed up and East LA deputies took control of the suspect. 


What was the tactical approach towards the suspect vehicle? Did you 
have a deputy on either side of you? Or were you in the lead? Do you 
recall or not? 


I had several deputies to my left. I was in the lead moving forward 
covering with my Beretta. Like I said, my main concern was to disable 
that vehicle from going any further or striking myself or other deputies. 
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Deputy Gaunt concluded the interview by stating that the force he used at the shooting 
incident was the only option available to him, as he was forced to take action to ensure 
his safety. He believed it was a deadly force situation and that his life was in danger at 
the time of the shooting. When the threat no longer presented itself, Deputy Gaunt said 
he stopped shooting at the suspect. 


After the shooting, Deputy Gaunt said he made a public safety comment to the initial 
arriving supervisor and was subsequently taken back to the station and sequestered.

Sergeant's ne наи. and Teri Roberts on August 1, 2009, at approximately 0922 
hours. Deputy oluntarily agreed to the interview without a representative 
present. The interview was digitally recorded and the following is a summary of the 
interview. 


Deput said while assigned to East Los Angeles 24/E, with А тит 

Deputy Hugo Ramos, Employee ТЕНИ responded to a request for 
assistance by SEB K9 Deputy Gaunt, who was involved in a vehicle pursuit of a reckless 
drunk driver. While approaching the intersection of Findlay Avenue and Riggin Street, 
in Monterey Park, he saw the pursuit headed toward his direction; therefore, he pulled 
over in anticipation of the suspect vehicle possibly colliding into them. The pursuit 
terminated at the northeast corner of the intersection, when the suspect vehicle crashed 
into a fire hydrant at the northeast corner of the intersection. 


During their tactical approach toward Suspect Finley, who was seated in the driver's 
side of the vehicle, Deputy ШИ said the suspect did not show his hands as 
ordered by K9 Deputy Gaunt, who gave the suspect several commands to show his 
hands. As they closed in on the suspect vehicle at gun point, Suspect Finley pressed 
down on the accelerator causing the tires to spin, at which time Deputy MENEE 
believed the suspect was either going to take off forward or reverse toward them. He 
said he did not see which direction the tires were spinning. 


Deputy EEE said he then pulled out his taser, and heard someone yell for him to 
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tase the suspect. He said he deployed the taser toward Suspect Finley and tased him 
twice. He stated the first taser cycle did not have the desired effect; however, the second 
taser cycle made Suspect Finley remove his foot from the gas pedal. At this point, he 
believed it was Deputy Oscar Lopez, Employee AEE who pulled the suspect out 
of the vehicle. рери ic he then placed his right knee on the suspect’s 
back and handcuffed him without further incident. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy EE said while driving east on Riggin 
Street in response to the emergent call for assistance, he saw the suspect vehicle 
swerving on the road. He also noticed K9 Deputy Gaunt’s patrol vehicle with its rotators 
activated just behind the suspect vehicle. 


While he was positioned at the southeast corner of Findlay Avenue / Riggin Street, 
Deputy ЖШШЕ: he saw the suspect lose control of the vehicle, which struck a 
fire hydrant located at the northeast corner of the intersection. 


Deputy EEE saia the distance from where he deployed the taser toward Suspect 
Finley was about three feet. He said he does not recall where the taser darts struck the 
suspect. He added the first time he activated the taser it did not have an effect on 
Suspect Finley as he continued to move around with his foot still on the gas pedal. He 
stated the second taser cycle had an effect on Suspect Finley as it caused him to raise 
his hands away from the steering wheel coupled with removing his foot from the gas 
pedal. 


At some point, Deputy И said an unknown deputy reached into the suspect 
vehicle and turned off the engine. He recalled Deputy Oscar Lopez reaching into the 
vehicle and pulling Suspect Finley out through the window by his hands and shirt due 
to the driver’s side door being jammed shut from the collision. 


After the incident, Deputy EEE said he went to the hospital with Suspect Finley 
since the taser prongs were still attached to his person. After retrieving the taser darts, 
he booked it, along with the taser cartridge, at East Los Angeles Sheriffs station, 
Property Evidence room. 


Deputy И stated the first taser cycle lasted about five seconds while he held 
the trigger down. Once he knew it did not have the desired effect, he pressed the trigger 
again for about a second. 


When Suspect Finley was pulled out of the vehicle, Deputy 08 cia not recall 
how he landed on the ground. He said he was assisted by Deputy Oscar Lopez in 
handcuffing the suspect, without further incident. 
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Deputy EEE said Suspect Finley did not offer any resistance after he was pulled 
out of the vehicle. He stated he used no other force, other than the Taser and placing 
his right knee on the suspect’s back during handcuffing procedures. He added that he 
did not see the suspect sustain any injuries while at the scene. 


Deputy [з= concluded the interview by stating his use of the Taser was 
determined by Suspect Finley’s initial actions toward Deputy Gaunt, his non-compliant 
behavior, and his continued attempts to evade and/or strike them by accelerating the 
vehicle,

Deputy Hugo Ramos, Employee Е interviewed by Internal Affairs Sergeant’s 
Frank Quichocho and Teri Roberts on August 1, 2009, at approximately 0953 hours. 
Deputy Ramos voluntarily agreed to the interview without a representative present. The 
interview was digitally recorded and the following is a summary of the interview. 


ан Ramos said he was assigned to East Los Angeles 24/E, with his Deputy 


when they responded to an assistance request by SEB K9 Deputy 
Gaunt regarding a vehicle pursuit of a reckless drunk driver on Riggin Street, in the City 
of Monterey Park. 


At the intersection of Findlay Avenue and Riggin Street, Deputy Ramos said he saw the 
pursuit about four blocks to the east headed west in his direction; therefore, he decided 
to pull over to the south side of the intersection in order to avoid a head-on collision 
with the suspect vehicle. Deputy Ramos stated the suspect vehicle was alternating its 
rate of speed by slowing and speeding up as it approached the intersection. 


Deputy Ramos said as the suspect vehicle approached the intersection, it crashed into 
a fire hydrant at the northeast corner of Findlay Avenue and Riggin Street. He also saw 
the air bags of the suspect vehicle deploy. 


Deputy Ramos stated he saw SEB K9 Deputy Gaunt get out of his patrol SUV vehicle and 
began giving the suspect commands. He said he assisted in a tactical approach from the 
driver’s side of the suspect vehicle and observed that the suspect was not complying 
with Deputy Gaunt’s orders. Deputy Ramos said he believed the suspect was trying to 
get out of the vehicle, as it appeared that he was stuck and also pressing down on the gas 
pedal causing the tires to screech. 


Based on the circumstances, a Ramos said he told Deputy to get the 


Taser, at which time, Deputy deployed it toward Suspect Finley. 
Afterwards, he recalled Deputy Oscar Lopez extracting the suspect from the vehicle, who 
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was assisted by Deputy En the handcuffing process, without further incident. 


During follow-up, questioning, Deputy Ramos stated the suspect appeared delusional 
and incoherent during their approach to take him into custody. He said the suspect did 
not comply with any of the commands given to him. 


Deputy Ramos said he was not sure where the taser darts struck the suspect. He said his 
main concern was that the suspect would regain control of the vehicle; therefore, he 
ensured that no deputy personnel were standing either in front of or behind the suspect’s 
vehicle. 


Due to the suspect vehicle colliding into the fire hydrant, Deputy Ramos believed it may 
have prevented the driver’s door from opening up, which is why Deputy Lopez extracted 
the suspect through the window. He added Deputy Lopez may have placed the vehicle 
in park prior to the extraction. 


Deputy Ramos said when Suspect Finley was extracted from the vehicle, he landed face 
down on the ground. He does not recall if the suspect sustained a bloody nose or lip 
prior to the extraction, but thought he may have had some blood on his hand. 


Deputy Ramos concluded by stating the incident was a high-risk situation based on the 
suspect's actions toward Deputy Gaunt.

Deputy Oscar Lopez, Employee A interviewed by Internal Affairs Sergeant’s 
Frank Quichocho and Teri Roberts on August 1, 2009, at approximately 0713 hours. 
Deputy Lopez voluntarily agreed to the interview without a representative present. The 
interview was digitally recorded and the following is a summary of the interview. 


Deputy Lopez said he responded to a call for assistance from a K9 Deputy, who was in 
vehicle pursuit of a reckless DUI suspect, and subsequently involved in a shooting at 
Riggins Street, in the Monterey Park area. 


While driving on Riggins Street, Deputy Lopez said he saw a Cadillac, which was the 
suspect vehicle being pursued by K9 Deputy Gaunt. He said he pulled over at the 
intersection of Findlay Avenue / Riggin Street, in order to avoid being struck by the 
suspect, who had previously rammed the K9 Deputy’s patrol vehicle. He then saw the 
suspect vehicle crash into a fire hydrant and the curb line at the northeast corner of the 
intersection. He added the suspect vehicle’s air bag deployed as it crashed into the fire 
hydrant. 
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Deputy Lopez stated assisting deputy personnel from East Los Angeles Sheriff's station 
conducted a felony traffic stop of the suspect vehicle. He said he heard several 
commands being given for the suspect to get out of the vehicle; however; the suspect 
refused to comply with the orders, as he remained seated inside the vehicle and refused 
to exit. He added the suspect was not aggressive, but appeared to be out of it as he 
displayed no reaction to their commands. 


Deputy Lopez attributed the suspect’s non-responsive behavior to the possibility of being 
struck by the air bag and/or being under the influence of drugs. 


Deputy Lopez said as he drew closer to the suspect vehicle, he saw that its tires were 
spinning, due to the suspect pressing down on the accelerator. He said the engine was 
revving as if the suspect was attempting to get it off the curb. At this point, he saw K9 
Deputy Gaunt reach into the vehicle and turn the engine off. 


While numerous commands were given to the suspect to step out of the vehicle, Deputy 
Lopez said he noticed the suspect had a blank stare on his face and was not responding 
to any of their commands. He then reached into the open window and unfastened the 
suspect's seatbelt. Deputy Lopez said he tried to open the driver’s door, but it was 
damaged from the collision, so he grabbed the suspect from the driver’s window, and 

ulled him out, and placed him on the ground. He said he was assisted by Deputy 
ки. handcuffing the suspect, without further incident. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy Lopez said he did not see who deployed the taser 
at the suspect. He also stated the suspect’s non-responsive demeanor may be attributed 
to either the impact of the air bag against his person and/or he was under the influence 
of phencyclidine. He added the suspect was not resistive, while seated in the vehicle, 
and was oblivious to their presence. 


Deputy Lopez concluded by stating he believed one of the taser darts hit the suspect’s 
finger, which caused it to bleed. He also said the area was dark, but there was good 
lighting from the street lights.

Sergeant’s Frank Quichocho and Teri Roberts on August 1, 2009, at approximately 0739 
hours. Deputy Sandoval voluntarily agreed to the interview without a representative 
present. The interview was digitally recorded and the following is a summary of the 
interview. 
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Deputy Sandoval said that she and Их Deputy Oscar Lopez, Employee 

responded to a K9 Deputy requesting assistance at Riggin Street in Monterey 
Park. As they drove on east on Riggin Street, Deputy Sandoval stated she saw the 
suspect vehicle being pursued by a patrol unit headed west in their direction. She said 
it appeared as though the suspect vehicle was swerving on the street as the patrol unit 
was attempting to get it stopped. 


In order to avoid a head-on collision, Deputy Sandoval said they pulled over alongside 
the south curb line of Riggin Street about 25 feet west of Findlay Avenue. She then saw 
the suspect vehicle swerve out of control and crash into the fire hydrant at the northeast 
corner of the intersection. 


Deputy Sandoval stated she saw the K9 Deputy exit his patrol vehicle and order the 
suspect to turn off the car several times; however, the suspect did not comply. She said 
the suspect vehicle’s tires were spinning with smoke coming out of the tires. She added 
the air bag also deployed inside the suspect vehicle when it crashed. 


At this point, Deputy Sandoval said her cached into the vehicle and 
released the suspect’s seatbelt and extracted him ош the window as the driver's door 
would not open. She said Deputy Е handcuffs on the suspect without 
further incident. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy Sandoval said she saw the flashing red lights of 
the K9 Deputy’s patrol SUV vehicle behind the suspect vehicle as it approached them 
on Riggin Street. She added the suspect vehicle was swerving on Riggin Street prior to 
colliding into the fire hydrant. 


Deputy Sandoval said she did not witness the suspect being tased. She stated the suspect 
had some blood on his nose, which she said was most likely from the air bag 
deployment from the suspect’s vehicle. 


Deputy Sandoval concluded by stating that she neither used force on the suspect nor 
witnessed any force.

The interview was digitally recorded and the 
following is a summary of the interview. 
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Deputy said that he and his partner, Deputy Noel Lopez, Employee жаш 
responded to a call of а deputy in vehicle pursuit of a suspect he had just shot. As they 


drove east on Riggin Street from Atlantic Blvd., he saw the over head lights of the 
pursuing deputy’s vehicle and the suspect vehicle in front of it headed west toward him. 
He stated the suspect vehicle was swerving all over the road as it drove back and forth 
from the wrong side to the correct side of Riggin Street. 


In order to avoid a collision, Deputy[llsaid they drove south on Findlay Avenue, 
parked their patrol vehicle, exited and took cover next to a residential home and waited 
for the pursuit to come their way. As the pursuit came toward them, he saw the suspect 
vehicle crash into the fire hydrant on the northeast side of the intersection. 


Deputy atei the impact of the collision from the suspect’s vehicle onto the fire 
hydrant was very hard; therefore, he assumed the pursuit was over; however, as he 
approached the suspect vehicle on foot, he saw the reverse lights come on and the front 
tires began spinning in reverse. He then noticed that the front tires of the suspect 
vehicle did not make contact with the pavement due to its elevated position as the front 
portion of the vehicle rested on top of the fire hydrant causing the tires to lose traction. 
Deputy {iJ explained that had it not been for the position of the vehicle resting on 
the fire hydrant, deputy personnel would probably have been rammed by the suspect. 


As the suspect remained seated in the vehicle, Deputy __ numerous commands 
were given to the suspect to show his hands without any compliance. At this point, 
Deputy 0 said he saw Deputy ШШШ, the taser toward the suspect, 
which he believed took effect, as the tires were no longer screeching and spinning.

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Deputy Lopez said he and his partner, Deputy И responded to the location where 
a K9 patrol unit was requesting assistance due to a vehicle pursuit of a reckless drunk 
driver. While enroute, the K9 deputy broadcast additional information stating his patrol 
vehicle was just rammed by the suspect’s vehicle and then seconds later that he was 
involved in a shooting. 


When they arrived at the intersection of Findlay Avenue and Riggin Street, Deputy 
Lopez saw the suspect vehicle traveling west toward them. He said in order to prevent 
the suspect vehicle from ramming their patrol car, they pulled onto the south side of 
Findlay Avenue and kept a visual on the pursuit, as the suspect vehicle eventually 
crashed into the fire hydrant at the northeast corner of the intersection. 


As he approached the suspect vehicle, Deputy Lopez said he saw the front tires of the 
suspect vehicle spinning and the engine revving. He also heard deputy personnel giving 
commands for the suspect to show his hands and stop pressing on the gas pedal; 
however, the suspect did not obey their commands. 


Deputy Lopez said he saw Deputy Ease the suspect, as Deputy Oscar Lopez 
pulled the suspect out of the vehicle. 


During follow-up questioning, Deputy Lopez said the suspect would not listen to their 
commands and appeared to be doing something in the vehicle during their approach on 
foot. 


Deputy Lopez stated he did not see any injuries on the suspect at the conclusion of the 
incident.

Suspect Raymond Finley 


Suspect Raymond Finley, was interviewed on August 1, 2009, by Internal Affairs 
Investigators, Sergeant’s Frank Quichocho and Teri Roberts at the East Los Angeles 
Doctor’s Hospital. 
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Suspect Finely said all he could recall about the incident was when he arrived at East 
L.A. Doctors Hospital. He stated everything else that occurred regarding the events of 
the evening were told to him by deputy personnel. 


Suspect Finley stated that after he dropped a friend off in Long Beach, he got lost on the 
way home via the 710 freeway. He said that he did not know if he crashed into vehicles 
along Riggin Street trying to find his way back home. 


Suspect Finley said he does not know how he wrecked his car, and does not remember 
evading patrol personnel, as well as being tased. 


The only recollection Suspect Finley had about the incident was being stopped by 
deputies at Riggin Street and Findlay Avenue and nothing else. He did not recall 
anything related to the deputy-involved shooting, at Riggin Street and Garfield Avenue, 
further stating he does not recall placing his vehicle in reverse and ramming the patrol 
car, or being shot at by a deputy. 


Suspect Finley indicated he had some beers at about eleven o’clock in the evening while 
he was driving, but took no drugs. He said he was not injured at all from the incident.
